at

First 
Methodist church, his subject 
being 
“The Measure of the Soul." 
Although 
the theme was deep and difficult the 
minister made it easily understanda 
hie and drew from It an appropriate 
lesson for the 
evangelistic 
services 
now In progress. 
Christianity long ago proved 
man 
not a mere physical organism, hut that 
he has a soul— a separate, distinct and 
dominating Influence. The body Is the 
servant of the spirit. 
That the hand 
may be obedient and subordinate does 
not mean that the soul Is In accord 
The hand may be obedient 
to 
God, 
while the soul wrangles with 
Him. 
The old philosophy of the indivisible­ 
ness of man has l>eon disproved and 
upset by the higher philosophy that 
the soul and body aro separate and 
distinct. 
Christ bothered not with rites and 
ceremonies and prescriptions for the 
welfare of the body. 
He wrote out 
nothing for the boily, hut 
carefully 
prescribed for the soul and 
showed 
thai religion is a -frank and utter sur­ 
render and obedience of the soul. 
Tho body.and soul are so closely re­ 
lated and Interrelated that they act 
together. Tho acts of tho body may 
help or hurt the soul. 
One of the most interesting paris of 
(he sermon was the minister’s charac­ 
terization of the parable of the prodi­ 
gal son. 
The minister referred to it 
as the parable of tho loving 
father, 
stating that the* prodigal son is a mis­ 
nomer. 
In it, he thinks, is the truest 
picture of God’s love for man In fewer 
words than In any other lesson of the 
script orcs. 
We turn to Christianity as a relief, 
aid tho minister. 
Christ’s first appeal 
was upon the piano of self preserva- 
ion.

there, but marched triumphantly to no­ 
bler heights.

lanity. 
Others have risen from self 
preservation to self sacrifice, tho plane 
which Jesus ranched. 
The expansion 
of th© Christian soul ns higher heights 
are reached was shown in the extond- 
d sphere of missionary work, which 
starting in the family circle, includes 
the community and widens to the for­ 
eign fields.
